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GOOD ROADS 

CATECHISM

What is state aid to roads? 

State aid to roads is financial 
assistance given by the state to 
the various counties in road 
building. 

Is it a new question? 

No. It has been adopted in H 
other states and in some of them 
it has been the law for many 
years. 

Have any of the states ever 
repealed state aid after having 
once adopted it? 

No, for the reason that it 
yields better returns to the state 
in increased values than any 
other tax. 

How has the law operated in 
other states? 

It has stopped county graft 
and connty waste in road build- 
ing, encouraged the counties to 
build many miles of road that 
otherwise would not have been 
built. It also provides for the 
construction of roads nuder the 
supervision of competent road 
engineers instead of by farmers. 

What is the basis upon which 
state aid is granted? 

First, because the state is a u- 
nit and what helps any part helps 
the whole state. Second, be- 
cause the large cities, railroads 
aDd other corporations are thus 
made to heln the frumer build 
his roads, the farmer having con- 
tributed to the growth of the cit- 
ies and railroads. Third, because 
there are always some sections 
that are too poor to build roads 
without state assistance, just 
like they are too poor to main- 
tain schools without state assist- 



What special improved con- 
ditions can be noted in states 



which have adopted state aid to 
roads? 

The smallest per cent, of illit- 
eracy, the greatest increase in 
the value of farm lands, the best 
schools and the greatest increase 
in population. 

How has road building progres- 
sed in states that have not grant- 
ed aid? 

Except in a very few counties, 
here and there, there has been 
no improvement in road build- 
ing in any state which has not 
granted state aid and in my o- 
pinion there never will be. 

What are the general effects of 
good roads? 

Good roads stops immigration 
from the farm, increoses attend- 
ance at school, encourages the 
establishment of rural routes in- 
creasesthe market value of lands, 
destroys farm isolation and saves 
the cost of the farmer put- 
ting his products upon the mar- 
ket. 

What is the cost of bad roads 
compared with the value of good 
roads. 

I have taken the trouble to 
calculate on the basis of govern- 
ment reports, and find that bad 
roads in Kentucky cost more 
thau the entire state tax, or a- 
bout $2.60 for every man, wo- 
man and child in the whole com 
monwealth. Good roads will 
save this tax upon the farmers, 
and under state aid will ouly 
h cents per oapita. 
What would be some of the 
effects uponKentucky understate 
aid? 

There would be built in ten 
years 10,000 miles of good metal 
roads. It would stimulate road 
building in counties where there 
are no metal roads uow. No coun- 
ty would want to pay a state 
tax to roads without gettiug 
some of the benefit of it.

Do you beMi/ve that it would 
do away witltthe old system of 
warning in til hands, and the 
substitution 6 maintaining the 
roads by taxat >n? 

The propos 1 state aid bill 
provides that i » county shall re- 
ceive the bea ifits of this act 
which docs no provide a coun- 
ty tax to maintain its roads. 
There are abojfc 05 counties in 
Kentucky which have not a sin 
gle road in thei 
levy no road 
ance. This a 
appear in two 
aid. 

Is there any material differ- 
ence between site aid to schools 
and state aid to.foads? 

Yes. Ther»i|6 this material 
difference, tinker state aid to 
schools, no local tax is required, 
while under state aid to roads, 
the county has to levy a local tax 
and put up dollar for dollar with 
the state. 

Is there any reason why state 
aid should be especially strong 
in Kentucky? 

I think so, bedause it has been 
rocognized intrastate as right in 
every form of state expenditure. 
The state and not the county 
pays the cost of the judiciary. 
The state and, not the county 
pays the cost of pauper idiots. 
The state and; not the county 
pays the cost at maintaining our 
unfortunate wards, the witness 
claims in out* cut. -ts, and mam 
tains our public schools. All of 
this bus been done upon the bas- 
is of equalizing the benefits of 
government according to the 
wealth or poverty of some section 
of it. What has been fundamen- 
tally recognized i:: Kentucky al- 
ways as applied to all other mat- 
ters, should apply to roads as 
well. 

Who is to be the head of the 
road system under state aid? 

A competent civil road engi- 
neer. 

What kind of roads will 
the state grant aid in build- 
ing? 

Such rock, stone and gravel 
as is accepted by the state road 
commissioner. 

Whit is the proposed tax 
rate and how much will it 
raise? 

Five cents on the f 100, and 
will raise 9500,000. This will 
not be levied if it can be obtain- 
ed from the present general ex- 
penditure fund. 

How is it to be distributed? 

Each county is entitled to an 
equal amount. The poorest 
couuty in the state can draw- 
out as much as the richest, 
but no county oao draw exceed- 
ing 910,000 any one year md 
can only draw that amouut wheu 
it puts up 910,000. 
' Why was this basis adopted? 

Because tbe poorer the county 
the more it needs state aid, and 
it would be properly encour aged 
in road building by being put up- 
on an equality with the rich 
counties. 

How mauy counties will pay 
into the state treasury under the 
proposed law more thau they can 
draw out? 

Ouly five, and they are the 



live counties which have the 
largest cities in tbe state. Lou- 
isville will pay one-fifth of the 
entire tax and the railroads an- 
other fifth. 

Do ymi think it is right to 
make the large cities, the rail- 
roads and other corporations pay 
taxes to help build roads in poor- 
er counties? 

I do, for tlx- reason that the 
farmers have helped to build up 
the cities and the corporations, 
and it is simply reciprocity. The 
cities themselves are all in favor 
of it, because they are looking to 
future growth and greater pros- 
perity, by building up the coun- 
try with good roads. 

How will state aid effect what 
is known as pauper counties? 

All but .IScounties in the state 
are known as pauper counties, 
that is, they draw out of the 
state treasury more than they 
pay in. These counties would 
draw out of the treasury under 
state aid from three to ten dol- 
lars for every dollar they paid 
in. 

Are any of these counties op- 
posed to the proposed law. 

Not unless they are opposed to 
putting up one dollar to get it 
back, with from five to ten other 
dollars sticking to it. 

How would it effect the Blue- 
grass and other counties which 
have a good system of turn- 
pikes? 

- "8b that these counties might 
share equally in the benefits of 
the law, the bill proposes aid to 
the reconstruction of roads as 
well as to their construction. 
All of the Bluegrass counties and 
other turnpike counties can draw 
out the full quota of $10,000 



without additional taxation r » 
aid in the reconstruction or tlMil 
pikes. They can even decreio-" 
their local tax lo the imount ol 
the state tax and still have mor e 
for the reconstruction of their 
roads than they have now in ad 
dition to the advantage of Hat* 
supervision, stopping graft in 
some counties and incompetent , 
in others. 

Is there a section allowing t 
county to bond itself tor roud 
building? 

A county can bond itself to r » 
per cent, of its assessaable weal"* 
for road ewistruction when two 
thirds of the voters favor the 
proposition. This will enable 
some of the mountain countit 
to sell *]0,(HM) worth of bond i 
per per year, to obtain the mon- 
ey to put up against an equal a 
mount they can draw from th. 
state.

Another Washington dispatch, 
this time to the Louisville Cour- 
ier-Journal, relative to the Em- 
ployers' Liability Amendment, 
introduced by Senator Paynter, 
which provides that no case aris- 
ing under this act and brought 
in any state court of competent 
jurisdiction shall be moved to 
any court of the United States, 
says: — "The adoption of this a- 
mendment is regarded as of great 
importance, because it is a step 
toward restoring to the states the 
rights and control of matters 
which have been claimed by the 
Democrats to be the rights of the 
states under the Constitution. 
Heretofore efforts to modify 
Federal laws so as to give state 
courts jurisdiction of matters a- 
rising under acts of Congress and 
to chauge the law as to removal 
of actions from State to Federal 
courts have been ineffectual." 

Of Senator Paynter's work in 
securing this amendment, Sena- 
tor Hale, long a leader in the up- 
per branch of Congress, said : 
"This is a notewothy advance in 
the direction of maintaining the 
constantly dwindling force of 
State jurisdiction and State con- 
trol. I congratulate the Senate 
upon having taken the first step 
in the right direction."

crops over the whole State. The 
oats crop seems to have still ered 
most. The following is the re- 
port show ing the condition of the 
standard crops: 

Our reports show that through- 
out the State during the month 
of May that very little rainfall 
was had, a general drouth pre 
vailing almost over the entire 
State. Some section" reported 
no rain for the entire month, 
while others reported light show- 
ers during the latter part of May. 
All crops have suffered greatly 
from the drouth, corn suffering 
least. 

"The intense heat of the en- 
tire month, the thermometer of- 
ten registering above 90 in the 
shade, together with the excess- 
ive dry weather, has been very 
detrimental to all growing crops.
